Will the associate editors make a faithful effort to 
get their copy in by January 20? This especially applies to those 
chapters not represented in this number.

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SUBSCRIPTION METHODS.

Because of the $20 limit per issue, we have no money on hand 
to undertake a campaign for subscribers. Furthermore, we have 
no knowledge pertaining to the membership lists at other schools, 
other than the names of those who have paid national dues, thus 
entitling them to the publication for one year without further cost. 

Accordingly, each associate editor is requested to handle his own 
chapter lists. The copies needed will be sent to each chapter for 
redistribution. An effort should be made to reach all honorary and 
active members in addition to those who are already receiving the 
paper. 

It is a clumsy method at best, but there seems no other way out, 
until a change can be effected in the constitution.

I am always glad to hear of the inauguration of publications 
that have for their purpose the stimulating of higher ideals. I be- 
lieve that THe Quit will do that for Sigma Delta Chi. This is the 
golden age of publicity. People generally inform themselves 
through the medium of the daily, weekly and monthly press. 
Daily and weekly papers and monthly magazines, which have come 
to be high grade newspapers in many instances, constitute a veri- 
table people’s university. Not only is the history of the day given 
clearly and even cleanly but right moral, ethical and economic sub- 
jects are treated intelligently and from wholesome standpoints. 

I think we will all admit that the great need of the time is greater 
development of newspaper ethics. This is sure to come with the 
inoculation of the fraternity with new blood from our colleges and 
universities where journalism is taught. It is probably true that 
practical journalism cannot find its complete unfolding in a college 
course, but it is true that the ethics of journalism cand find their 
basis there and highest development. When our newspaper publish- 
ers and newspaper writers regard themselves as purely public serv- 
ants whose duty it is to act as the defenders of the rights and 
liberties of the people and as arbiters of the public questions, then 
will the press take on that potency and dignity that is its true destiny. 

The time must come when newspaper writers cannot be hired to 
write those things that are contrary to their conscientious belief any 
more than a doctor could be hired to do anything that he would not 
believe to be for the best for his patient. The newspaper writer who 
would take money from wealthy publishers or otherwise and write 
from their attitude of mind and along their vein of desire without 
reference to his own individuality, is nothing more than a Hessian. 
Yours must be the work of weeding the profession of journalism 
of its Hessians.

In few universities does journalism flourish as it does at Wis- 
consin. It supports two dailies, “The Cardinal”, and “The News”, 
the former a morning and the latter an evening sheet. These two 
publications alone give training in editorial, reporting, and business 
lines to a large number of students. The Wisconsin Lit is one of 
the best college literary papers in the middle west. The Lit has 
made radical changes in form and make-up, as well as context, for 
the season of 1912-13, with the result that the magazine sets a high 
literary and mechanical standard. That humor is not dead at Wis- 
consin is proved by The Sphinx, an aggressive “funny” monthly. 
The engineers support an excellent trade paper, The Wisconsin 
Engineer. In agricultural journalism, also, Wisconsin is a pioneer, 
The Wisconsin Country Magazine having been changed to a semi- 
monthly in order to keep pace with its rapid growth. The alumni 
are ably represented by The Alumn Magazine. On most of these 
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publications, Sigma Delta Chi is fully represented, the members of 
the fraternity controlling the staffs of the papers. With such a large 
journalistic laboratory available to the students it is not surprising 
that a large, aggressive chapter can be supported or that so many 
of the graduates make their mark in contemporary national journal- 
ism and literature when they leave this university.
